They are afield every day of the 
y ear, rain or shine, to watch the ever 
changing bird life. 
In the spring each 
prepares m igrant sheets showing the 
arrivals of the hu ndred odd m igrants 
th at pass throu gh every place every 
y ear.

shall have the right to bring an action in 
the su preme cou rt to restrain the pay ­ 
m ent of salary or other compensation to 
any person appointed to or holding any 
office, place or employ ment in violation of 
any of the provisions of this chapter, and 
su ch right shall not be limited or denied 
by reason of the fact th at said office, 
place or employ ment shall have been 
classified as, or determined to be, not 
su bject to competitive exam ination; pro­ 
vided, however, th at any ju dgm ent or 
inju nction granted or made in any su ch 
action shall be prospective only , and shall 
not affect pay m ents already m ade or du e 
to su ch persons by the proper disbu rsing 
officers, in accordance with the civil serv­ 
ice ru les in force a t the time of su ch pay ­ 
ments.

Section two hu ndred and thir­ 
ty -six of chapter forty -nine of the laws 
of nineteen hu ndred and nine, entitled 
“An act in relation to the pu blic health, 
constitu ting chapter forty -five of the con­ 
solidated laws,” as amended by chapter 
fou r hu ndred and tw enty -tw o of the laws 
of nineteen hu ndred and ten and chapter 
six hu ndred and thirty of the laws of 
nineteen hu ndred and eleven, is hereby 
fu rther amended to read as follows: 
5 236. W orking hou rs and sleeping apart­ 
ments. No apprentice or employ ee in any 
pharm acy or dru g store shall be requ ired 
or perm itted to work more than seventy 
hou rs a week. 
Nothing In this section 
prohibits working six hou rs overtime any 
week for the pu rpose of making a shorter 
su cceeding week, provided, however, that 
the aggregate nu m ber of hou rs In any 
su ch two weeks shall not exceed one hu n­ 
dred and thirty -tw o hou rs. 
The hou rs 
shall be so arranged that an employ ee 
shall be entitled to and shall receive at 
least one afternoon and evening oft In 
each week and in addition thereto shall 
receive one fu ll day off in two consecu tive 
weeks. 
No proprietor of any pharm acy 
or dru g store shall requ ire any clerk to 
sleep in any room or apartm ent in or 
connected with su ch store th at does not 
comply with the sanitary regu lations of 
the local board of health. The provisions 
of this section alone regu late working 
hou rs and sleeping apartm ents in phar­ 
macies or dru g stores.

LAW8 OF NEW YORK—By Au thority . 
CHAP. 617. 
AN ACT to amend the state charities law, 
in relation to estimates. 
Became r law April 17, 1914, with the 
approval of the Governor. 
Passed three- 
fifths being present. 
The People of the State of New York, 
represented in Senate and Assembly , do 
enact as follows: 
Section 1. Section forty -five of chapter 
fifty -seven of the laws of nineteen hu n 
dred and nine, entitled “An act relating 
to state charities, constitu ting chapter 
fifty -five of the consolidated laws,” 
amended by chapter one hu ndred and 
forty -nine of the laws of nineteen hu n­ 
dred and nine, and chapter nine of the 
laws of nineteen hu ndred and eleven, and 
chapter fou r hu ndred and five of the laws 
of nineteen hu ndred and eleven, and chap­ 
ter six hu ndred and sixty -three of the 
laws of nineteen hu ndred and thirteen, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 
§ 46. Qu arterly or nionthly estim ates 
of expenses: contingent fu nd. The su per­ 
intendent or other m anaging officer of 
each of the state institu tions reporting to 
the fiscal su pervisor shall qu arterly or 
monthly , and u pon su ch day as the fiscal 
su pervisor shall direct, cau se to be pre 
pared triplicate estim ates, in su ch detail 
as may be requ ired by the fiscal su per­ 
visor, of the expense requ ired for the In­ 
stitu tion of which he has the su pervision, 
for the ensu ing qu arter or month. 
He 
shall cou ntersign and su bm it two of su ch 
triplicates tq the fiscal su pervisor and re­ 
tain the other to be placed on file in the 
office of the Institu tion. The fiscal su per­ 
visor shall cau se su ch estim ates to be 
revised either as to qu antity or qu ality 
of su pplies and the estim ated cost there­ 
of, and shall certify th at he has carefu lly 
examined the same and th at the articles 
contained in su ch estim ate, as revised and 
approved by him, are actu ally requ ired 
for the u se of the institu tion and shall 
thereu pon present su ch estim ate and cer­ 
tificate to the comptroller. 
Upon the re­ 
vision and approval of su ch estim ate the 
comptroller shall au thorise the board of 
m anagers, tru stees or other m anaging of- 
j ficers of su ch institu tion to m ake drafts 
on him as the money m ay be requ ired for 
the pu rposes mentioned in su ch estim ates, 
which draft shall be paid on his w arrant 
ou t of the fu nds in the treasu ry of the 
state appropriated for the su pport of su ch 
institu tion. In every su ch estim ate there 
shall be a su m named, not to exceed two 
hu ndred and twenty -five qu arterly , or 
seventy -five dollars as a m onthly con­ 
tingent fu nd, for which a minu te detailed 
statem ent shall be made. No expenditu res 
shall be made from su ch contingent fu nd, 
except in case of actu al emergency re­ 
qu iring immediate action, or except for 
su ch articles as may be previou sly ap­ 
proved by the fiscal 
su pervisor. 
The 
treasu rer of any su ch institu tion shall 
pay no accou nts u nless they are contain­ 
ed in the estim ate provided in this section 
and du ly approved by the fiscal su per­ 
visor. Nor shall the treasu ry of any su ch 
institu tion named or referred to in this 
section pay accou nts for su pplies fu rnlsh- 
to officers or employ ees, u nless the same 
be drawn from the ordinary su pplies 
provided for the general u se of the insti­ 
tu tion.

du plicate certificates in his own office and 
the other in the office of the clerk of the 
cou nty In which is located the place of 
bu siness of su ch proposed company or 
personal loan broker. 
§ 9. W hen corporate existence begins; 
conditions precedent to commencing bu si­ 
ness. 
When the su pervisor shall have 
approved the organization certificate of a 
personal loan company , its corporate ex­ 
istence shall begin, and it shall have pow­ 
er to elect officers and transact su ch bu si­ 
ness as relates to Its organization.

shall transact no other bu siness u ntil 
1. Not less than one-fifth of its capital 
stock, and not less in any event than the 
minimu m am ou nt of capital stock requ ir­

divisions one and two of this section, su b­ 
ject to the conditions and lim itations of 
this act. 
{ 15. Restrictions u pon am ou nt of loans 
interest and charges. Every personal loan 
oompany and personal loan broker shall 
be su bject to the following restrictions 
u pon the m aking of loans and on charges 
for interest and services In connection 
therew ith: 
1. No loan made u nder su bdivisions one 
and two of section fou rteen of this act 
shall exceed two hu ndred dollars, nor 
shall any person owe su ch company or 
loan broker more than two hu ndred dol­ 
lars for principal at any one time; 
2. Interest on Joans made as a paw n­ 
broker shall not exceed three per centu m 
per m onth, and no charge of any kind 
shall be m ade by su ch company or broker 
when acting as a pawnbroker: 
3. Interest on loans made as provided 
in su bdivision two of section fou rteen of 
this act shall not be charged at a rate to 
exceed, two per centu m per month; 
4. Interest shall not be charged or col­ 
lected In advance and shall be compu ted 
only on u npaid balances; 
5. F or a loan exceeding fifty dollars 
there m ay be made, except in case of loan 
made as pawnbroker, a charge of not 
more than two dollars for exam ination or 
Investigation of the property mortgaged 
or Investigation of the character and cir­ 
cu m stances of the borrower, endorser or 
su rety , and for all other expenses inclu d­ 
ing the drawing and filing of necessary 
papers. 
If the loan be fifty dollars or 
less su ch charge shall not be more than 
one dollar. 
No su ch charge shall bo 
made on any loan or renewal thereof 
oftener than once In each period of twelve 
months. 
6. No su ch charge shall be imposed 
u pon any one borrower for any new or 
additional loan made within three months 
after any su ch charge has been Imposed; 
7. No charge whatsoever shall be made 
u nless or u ntil a loan shall have been 
made as a resu lt of an exam ination; 
8. No charge shall be made for the col­ 
lection of debts except the legal costs in 
actions to enforce the secu rity or u pon 
tho entry of Ju dgment. 
§ 16. Restrictions on methods of making 
and pay ing loans. 
Every personal loan 
company and personal loan broker shall: 
1. Upon repay m ent of the loan In fu ll, 
m ark Indelibly in the presence of the bor­ 
rower every paper signed by him with 
the word "paid” or “canceled” and dis­ 
charge 
any 
mortgages, 
restore 
any 
pledges, retu rn any notes, and cancel any 
assignm ents given by the borrower as 
secu rity ; 
2. Fu rnish the borrower at the tim e the 
loan is m ade a statem ent in the English 
langu age showing in clear and distinct 
term s the am ou nt of the loan, the date of 
the loan, the secu rity of the loan, the 
person to whom the loan is made, the 
name of the lender and the am ou nt and 
rate of interest charged. Upon su ch state­ 
m ent there shall be printed in English a 
c<ipy of section fifteen of this act; 
3. Give to the borrower a plain and 
complete receipt for all pay m ents made 
on accou nt of the loan at the time su ch 
pay m ents are made, and shall not take 
any confession of Ju dgment, any power 
j 
of attorney or any instru m ent that does 
not stats the actu al am ou nt of the loan 
in qu estion, the time for which it is made 
and the ra te of interest, or any instru ­ 
ment In which blanks are left to be filled 
after execu tion; 
4. 
Take every mortgage, note assign­ 
ment, agreem ent or contract, in connec­ 
tion with su ch bu siness in the name of 
the company or in the nam e of the in­ 
dividu al broker, with the addition in the 
case of su ch individu al of the descriptive 
words “personal loan broker.” 
§ 17. Restrictions on assignm ent of wages 
or salary . 
An assignment or order for 
the pay m ent of fu tu re salary or wages 
given as secu rity for a loan shall be valid 
for a period not exceeding one y ear from 
the making of su ch assignm ent or order, 
and a su m not exceeding ten per centu m 
of the borrower’s salary or wages shall 
be collectible therefrom u nder su ch an as­ 
signment or order at the time of each 
pay m ent of salary or wages, if the am ou nt 
of the loan shall not have been paid. 
Su ch assignm ent or order shall not be 
su bject to the provisions of section forty - 
two of the personal property law. If su ch 
assignm ent or order be made by a m ar­ 
ried man or woman living at the time the 
assignm ent or order is made, or at any 
tim e within five months prior thereto, 
with the wife or hu sband, as the ca^e 
m ay be, the assignm ent or order shall be 
accompanied by the written assent of the 
wife or the hu sband of the assignor, or 
the assignm ent or order shall be invalid. 
§ 18. Restriction on place of transacting 
bu siness.

teen of this act; 
2. M aintain an office or place of bu si­ 
ness in the sam e i*>om in which any other 
bu siness is transacted or in a room con­ 
nected with or opening into a room in 
whioh any other bu siness is condu cted. 
} 19. Branch offices. 
A personal loan 
broker shall not establish any branch of­ 
fice or offices. 
A personal loan company 
located and doing bu siness In a city of 
the first or second class may open and 
occu py one or more branch offices, u pon 
obtaining the approval of the su pervisor 
by certificate filed In his office and in the 
office of the cou nty clerk of the cou nty 
in which the certificate of au thorization 
of su ch company is filed.

place in the sam e town, village or bor­ 
ou gh or city If a city be not divided into 
borou ghs. A u thority for su ch change shall 
be evidenced by a certificate of the su per­ 
visor filed in his office and in the office of 
the cou nty clerk of the cou nty in which 
the au thorization certificate of su ch com­ 
pany or broker is filed. 
S 23. Exam inations. The su pervisor shall, 
either personally or by exam iners of the 
banking departm ent, examiné every per­ 
sonal loan company and broker a t least 
once each y ear, and oftimer if deemed 
necessary or expedient. 
On every su ch 
examination inqu iry shall be made as to 
the condition and resou rces, the mode of 
condu cting and managing affairs, the ac­ 
tion of its directors, if a corporation, the 
Investment of its fu nds, the safety and 
pru dence of its management, the secu rity 
afforded to those by Whom its engage­ 
ments are held, w hether the requ irem ents 
of the au thorization certificate and of 
law have been complied with, and as to 
su ch other m atters as the su pervisor mdy 
prescribe. 
For the pu rposes of any su ch 
examination the su pervisor shall have 
free access to the vau lts, books, secu ri­ 
ties and papers of the company or broker 
so examined. 
The su pervisor and every 
su ch examiner shall have power to ad­ 
m inister on oath to any person whose tes­ 
timony may be requ ired on the exam ina­ 
tion of any su ch company or personal 
loan broker, w hether In any way connect­ 
ed with su ch company or brokef or not, 
and to compel the appearance and a t­ 
tendance of any su ch person for the pu r­ 
pose of any su p h examination. If the ex­ 
amination shall be made by the su per­ 
visor, or by one or more exam iners who 
are compensated by salary only , no ex­ 
am ination charge shall be made except 
for necessary traveling and other actu al 
expenses. 
S 24. Reports of examiners. 
Every ex­ 
am iner shall make a written report on 
oath to the su pervisor of the resu lt of his 
examination. 
Su ch reports shall be con­ 
fidential commu nications and shall not be 
made pu blic, u nless In the Ju dgment of 
the su pervisor, the ends of Ju stice or tho 
pu blic advantage will be served by the 
pu blication thereof, in which event he 
may pu blish a copy of any su ch repoft 
or any part thereof in at least one daily 
newspaper pu blished in the cou nty where 
the principal place of bu siness of su ch 
company or personal loan broker is lo­ 
cated, or in su ch other m anner as he may 
deem proper. 
§ 25. Reports to su pervisors; penalty for 
failu re to make. 
On or before the first 
day of Febru ary in each y ear, every per­ 
sonal loan company and broker shall 
make a w ritten report to the su pervisor 
which shall contain a statem ent of its 
condition on the morning of the first day 
of Janu ary in said y ear, in the form and 
contain the m atters prescribed by the su ­ 
pervisor. 
Every su ch report shall be verified by 
the oaths of the president and secretary 
of su ch company , or by su ch personal loan 
broker. 
The verification shall state that 
the report is tru e and correct in all re­ 
spects to the best of the knowledge and 
belief of the person or persons verify ing 
it, and that the u su al bu siness of the 
company or broker has been transacted 
at the location requ ired by this act and 
not elsewhere. 
Every su ch company and broker shall 
also make, any other special reports to the 
su pervisor which he m ay from time to 
time requ ire, which shall be in su ch form 
and filed at su ch date as m ay be pre­ 
scribed by the su pervisor and shall, if re­ 
qu ired by him, be verified in su ch m anner 
as he may prescribe. 
Every su ch company within ten day s 
after declaring a dividend, shall make 
written report to the su pervisor stating 
the amou nt of su ch dividend, and the 
am ou nt of its net earnings in excess 
thereof. 
Su ch report shall be verified by 
the oath of the president or treasu rer of 
the company . 
If any su ch company or broker shall fail 
to make any report requ ired by this sec­ 
tion on or before the day designated for 
the making thereof, or shall fall to in­ 
clu de therein any m atter requ ired by tho 
su pervisor, it shall forfeit to the people 
of the state the su m of one hu ndred dol- 
j 
lars for every day that su ch report shall I 
be delay ed or withheld, and for every day 
that it shall fail to report any su ch omit- j 
ted m atter, u nless the time therefor shall j 
have been extended by the su pervisor.

§ 26. Orders of su pervisor to delinqu ent 
personal loan companies or brokers. 1. To , 
discontinu e u nlawfu l or u nsafe practices. ( 
W henever it shall appear to the su per 
visor that any personal loan company or 
broker to which this act is applicable has 
violated the certificate of au thorization or 
any law or regu lation or is condu cting its 
bu siness in an u nau thorized or u nsafe 
manner, he may issu e an order directing 
the discontinu ance of su ch u nau thorized 
or u nsafe practices and requ ire the de 
llnqu ent to apf» ©ar before him a t a time 
fixed in the orîîer to explain su ch prac 
tlces. 
2. To make good im pairm ent of capital 
■Whenever It shall appear to the su per­ 
visor th at capital stock of any su ch com 
pany or the perm anent eapltal of any su ch 
broker has been redu ced In valu e below 
the requ irem ents of law or of its certifl 
cate of au thorization, he may issu e an 
order directing th at su ch company or 
broker make good su ch deficiency within 
sixty day s from the date of su ch order. 
8. To keep books and accou nts as pre­ 
scribed. W henever it shall appear to the 
su pervisor that any personal loan com­ 
pany or broker does not keep its books 
and accou nts in su ch m anner as to enable 
him readily to ascertain its tru e condition, 
he may issu e an order requ iring su ch 
company or broker, or the officers 
agents thereof, or any of them, to open 
and keep su ch books or accou nts *as he 
may , in his discretion, determ ine and pre­ 
scribe the m anner for keeping accu rate 
and oonventent records of the transactions 
and accou nts of su ch company or broker. 
S 27. Pu blications. No personal loan com­ 
pany or personal loan broker shall print, 
pu blish or distribu te, or cau se to be print 
ed, pu blished or distribu ted, any written 
or printed statem ent with regard to the 
rates, term s or conditions for the lending 
of money which is false or calcu lated to 
deceive. Every personal loan company or 
personal loan broker, au thorized by the 
su pervisor to transact bu siness u nder this 
act, shall inclu de a statem ent of su ch fact 
as a part of every advertisem ent of the 
bu siness of su ch company or broker. Any 
person, partnership or company violating 
this section shall be gu ilty of a misde­ 
meanor. 
§ 28. Priority of assessments, penalties 
and forfeitu res. In case of the Insolvency 
or volu ntary or involu ntary liqu idation of 
any company or broker to which this act 
is applicable, all u npaid charges lawfu lly 
assessed by the su pervisor, and all u n­ 
paid penalties or forfeitu res Incu rred u n­ 
der this act, shall be entitled to priority 
of pay m ent from the assets of su ch com­ 
pany or broker. 
i 29. Commu nications from su pervisor. 
Every officiel commu nication directed by 
the su pervisor to a personal loan com­ 
pany , or to any officer tbereof, relating 
to an Investigation or examination eon- 


du cted by him, or containing su ggestion» 
or recommendations as to the condu ct ofi 
the bu siness of su ch company , shall ba 
su bmitted by the officer receiving it to

S 30. Investigations by su pervisor. 
Thai 
su pervisor shall have power to investigate 
all violations or alleged violations of this 
act, that come to his attention, shall 
make all reasonable efforts to discover the 
same and shall notify the proper prose­ 
cu ting officer whenever he has reasonable 
grou nds to believe th at a, violation has oc­ 
cu rred.

A viola­ 
tion of any of the provisions of this sec­ 
tion shall be a misdemeanor, whether or, 
not su ch loans are actu ally made. 
Any person or corporation pu rchasing 
or discou nting su ch notes or loans of tw o 
hu ndred dollars or lees, or endorsing, 
gu aranteeing or becoming su rety for the 
pay ment of any su ch notes or loans for 
compensation or for valu e of any kind, or 
fu rnishing secu rity therefor or procu ring 
any endorser, gu arantor or su rety there­ 
for, for compensation or valu e of any 
kind, withou t having been first au thorized 
so to do u nder the provisions of this act, 
shall be presu med to have violated the 
provisions of this section.

antee is made or fu rnished or the note

commencing bu siness imposed by section 
nine of this act, he shall, within thirty 
day s after the filing of su ch application, 
issu e u nder his hand and official seal, in 
triplicate, an au thorization certificate in 
accordance with section eleven of this act; 
and thereu pon su ch personal loan associ­ 
ation shall become a du ly au thorized per­ 
sonal loan company . 
§ 37. Definitions. 
As u sed in this act, 
the term "su perintendent” m eans the su ­ 
perintendent of banks; the term “su per­ 
visor” means th« su pervisor of small 
loans. 
S 38. Laws repealed. The following laws 
and parts of laws are hereby repealed:

Anyway, be would 
not have time until he’s finished his 
monograph on the willows of the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Tbere Is a woman In Baltimore, sev­ 
enty-two years old, who years ago 
sought to forget a great sorrow by 
learning the butterflies. Her city home 
ban become a rendezvous for entomolo­ 
gists all over the world aud houses a 
famous collection. 
While ber contem­ 
poraries are dozing their lives away In 
caps and easy chairs she spends ber 
summers In the mountains and ber 
winters In Florida with a butterfly n et 
Twenty-one new species to Identify 
are her contribution to the lepidoptera, 
and she plank to live until the last 
goal of an entomologist Is reached— 
the using of her single Initial species. 
An octet of men In Philadelphia, all 
well past their threescore years, some 
in business nnd some foot loose, be­ 
long to the same ornithological socie­ 
ty. They are afield every day of the 
year, rain or shine, to watch the ever 
changing bird life. 
In the spring each 
prepares migrant sheets showing the 
arrivals of the hundred odd migrants 
that pass through every place every 
year. There Is great rivalry aa to who 
shall score the most warblers or Iden­ 
tify the largest number of birds In one 
day. 
At present writing the oldest of 
the eight bolds a record of seventy- 
five different kinds of birds seen or 
heard In one day between dawn and 
dark—one for each year of bls age and 
one to grow on. 
A man In North Carolina by the sud­ 
den den th of two of hla family was 
left alone with but little money, no 
friends and the cheering dictum from 
BIS doctor that be bad only a year to 
live. To while away the few months 
still fart to him ae well as to help out 
bis household expenses be took up tbs 
•tudy of edible mushrooms. 
At the

become too much Interested in his 
hobby to confirm his diagnosis. In ten 
years he has discovered, classified and 
tested 170 kinds of edible mushrooms 
and lins published a book which Is one 
of the standard authorities for mush­ 
room enter* of the world. 
Another septuagenarian sttrfbntes his 
long life to the shirs. 
Confined to 
business during the day, be sought the 
open nlr ut night and began to study 
the changing constellations and the per­ 
plexing planets. 
Then he found that 
with an o|>cra glass he could detect 
their colors and reveled In the blue 
light of Vega, the green glare of Sirius, 
the rose red of Aldebaran, the flame 
color of Betelguese und the strange 
shades of other gleaming sky kings. 
Finully be bought a small telescope. 
Now, at seventy, be has published a 
monograph on the double stars, besides 
a quaint little star guide that bas In­ 
terested thousands lo his hobby. 
None of the nature studies reqnlres 
much money or time. 
A cheap illus­ 
trated guidebook, an opera glass and. 
lf possible, some walks aud talkB with 
an expert, and you will learn almost 
Immediately to Identify a acore or more 
of flower*, or birds, or constellations, 
or mushrooms, and you will have found 
a hobby on which you niuy ride away 
from Death. 
Try It young men, lest you grow old. 
Try It. old men, before you grow tired. 
Escape into the open from these nar­ 
row Indoor days and learn the way to 
where the wild folk dwell. 
In their

CHAP. SIS. 
AN ACT to amend tbs civil servloe law, 
in relation to taxpayer’s action.

Section I. Section tw enty-eight of chap­ 
ter fifteen of the laws of nineteen hun­ 
dred and nine, entitled “An act In rein 
Hon to the civil service of the state of 
New York and the civil divisions and 
cities thereof, constituting chapter seven 
of 
the consolidated 
laws,” 
la hereby 
amended to read as follows: 
I 21. Taxpayer’s action. 
Any taxpayer 
shall have the right to bring an actiftn in 
the supreme court to restr^ n the pay 
rn ant of salary or other compensation to 
any person appointed to or holding any 
office, place or employment In violation of 
any of the provisions of this chapter, and 
such right shall not bo limited or denied 
by reason of the fact that said office, 
place or employment shall have been 
classified aa. or determined to be, not 
subject to competitive examination; pro­ 
vided, however, th at any Judgment or 
Injunction granted or made In any such 
action shall be prospective only, and shall 
not affect paym ents already made or due 
to such persons by th e proper disbursing 
officers, In accordance with the otvil serv­ 
ice rules In force at the time of such pay­ 
ments. 
I 2. This aet shall tak e effect immedi­ 
ately.

AN ACT to amend the public health law, 
In relation to the practice of pharmacy, 
as to working hours and sleeping apart­ 
ments In pharm acies and drug stores. 
Became a law April 22, 1914. with the ap­ 
proval of the Governor. 
Paaeed, three- 
fifths being present. 
The People of the State of New York, 
represented In Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 
Section I. Section two hundred and thlr- 
ty-slx of chapter forty-nine of the lawe 
of nineteen hundred and nine, entitled 
“An act In relation to the public health, 
constituting chapter forty-five of the con­ 
solidated laws," as amended by chapter 
four hundred and twenty-two of the laws 
of nineteen hundred and ten and chapter 
six hundred end thirty of the laws of 
nineteen hundred and eleven, Is hereby 
further amended to read as follows: 
I ISG. Working hours and sleeping apart­ 
ments. No apprentice or employee In any 
pharm acy or drug store shall be required 
or permitted to work mors than seventy 
hours a week. 
Nothing In this section 
prohibits working six hours overtime any 
week for the purpose of making a shorter 
succeeding week, provided, however, that 
the aggregate number of hours In any 
such two weeks shall not exceed one hun­ 
dred and thirty-tw o hours. 
The hours 
shall be so arranged that an employee 
shall be entitled to and shall receive at 
least one afternoon and evening off In 
each week and In addition thereto shall 
receive one full day off In two consecutive 
weeks. 
No proprietor of any pharmacy 
or drug store shall require any clerk to 
sleep In any room or apartm ent In or 
connected with such store that does not 
comply with the sanitary regulations of 
the local board of health. The provisions 
of this section alone regulate working 
houre and sleeping apartm ents In phar- 
macle* or drug store*.

The People of the State of New York, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 
Section I. Section forty-five of chapter 
fifty-seven of the laws of nineteen hun­ 
dred and nine, entitled “An act relating 
to state charities, constituting chapter 
fifty-five of the consolidated laws," as 
amended by chapter one hundred and 
forty-nine of the laws of nineteen hun­ 
dred and nine, and chapter nine of the 
laws of nineteen hundred and eleven, and 
chapter four hundred and five of the lawe 
of nineteen hundred and eleven, and chap­ 
ter six hundred and slxty-three of the 
laws of nineteen hundred and thirteen 
is hereby amended to read as follow*: 
I 46. Quarterly or rrionthly estimates 
of expenses; contingent fund. The super­ 
intendent or other m anaging officer of 
each of the etate Institutions reporting to 
the fiscal supervisor shall quarterly or 
monthly, and upon euch day aa the fiscal 
supervisor shall direct, cause to be pre­ 
pared triplicate estim ates, In such detail 
a* may be required by the fiscal super­ 
visor, of the expense required for the in­ 
stitution of which he has the supervision, 
for the ensuing quarter or month. 
H* 
shall countersign and subm it two of suoh 
triplicates ti) the fiscal supervisor and re­ 
tain the other to be placed on file in the 
office of the Institution. Th* fiscal super­ 
visor shall cause such estim ates to b* 
revised either ae to quantity or quality 
of supplies and the estim ated cost there­ 
of, and shall certify th at he has carefully 
examined the same and th at the article* 
contained In such estim ate, a* revised and 
approved by him, are actually required 
for the us* of the Institution and shad 
thereupon present such estim ate and cer­ 
tificate to the comptroller. 
Upon th* re­ 
vision and approval of such estim ate th* 
comptroller ehall authorise th* board of 
managers, trustees or other managing of­ 
ficers of such Institution to make draft* 
on him es th* money may be required for 
the purposes mentioned In such estimate*, 
which draft shall be paid on his w arrant 
out of the funds In the treasury of th* 
state appropriated for the support of such 
Institution. In every such estim ate there 
shall be a sum named, not to exceed two 
hundred and twenty-five quarterly, or 
seventy-five dollars as a monthly con­ 
tingent fund, for which a m inute detailed 
statem ent ehall be made. No expenditure* 
shall bo made from such contingent fund. 
except in case of actual emergency re­ 
quiring Immediate action, or except for 
such articles ae may be previously ap­ 
proved by the fiscal 
supervisor. 
Th# 
treasurer of any euch Institution shall 
pay no accounts unless they ore contain­ 
ed In the estim ate provided In this section 
and duly approved by the fiscal super­ 
visor. Nor shall the treasury of any such 
Institution named or referred to In this 
section pay accounts for supplies furnlsh- 
to officers or employees, unless th* sam* 
be drawn from th* ordinary supplies 
provided for the general use of th* insti­ 
tution. No persons, other than the officers 
and employees of such Institution, and th* 
families of the superintendent*, medio*!

In addition to the three deputi 
now authorised by law, the superintend 
ant of banks shall appoint a fourth depu 
ty, to be known ae supervisor of personal 
loans.

I 2. Expenses. The salary and expensea 
of the supervisor and of his subordinate* 
shall be charged to personal loan com­ 
panies and personal loan brokers subject 
to the provisions of this act In such pro­ 
portion as the supervisor shall deam Just 
and equitable, and shall be collected and 
paid In the same manner aa are similar 
expenaes of th* banking department.

When the supervisor shall have 
approved the organization certificate of a 
personal loan company, its corporate ex­ 
istence shall begin, and It shall have pow­ 
er to elect officers and transact such busi­ 
ness as relates to It* organization. 
It 
shall transact no other business until 
1. Not less than one-fifth of It* capital 
stock, and not less In any event than the 
minimum amount of capital stock requir­ 
ed by section four of this act shall have 
been fully paid In In caah, and an affi­ 
davit stating that It ha* been so paid, 
subscribed and sworn to by th* two prin­ 
cipal officers shall have been filed In the 
clerk's office of the county In which Its 
place of business Ie located, and a certi­ 
fied copy thereof filed In th* office of the 
supervisor; 
2. Th* bond subm itted by It to the au- 
peruisor ae required by this act ehall 
have been approved by him; 
A The supervisor ahall have duly issued 
to It the authorisation certificate specified 
In this sot. 
I IO. Bond. 
Every personal loan com­ 
pany and personal loon broker aboil file 
with the supervisor * bond executed by 
rn Burety company authorised to transact 
business in this state, and In an amount 
equal to one-tenth of tho capital stock 
of such company, or one-tenth the per­ 
manent capital of such broker, not lese In 
any caa* than three thousand dollar# 
conditioned upon the faithful observance 
by such company or broker of th# pro­ 
visions of law and of this act and of tho 
regulations mad* hereunder. 
Such bond 
■hall be approved by the supervisor, and 
by (ta term s continue in full force for two 
years after such company or broker has 
ceased to transact business in this state, 
unless sooner released by the supervisor. 
Any person claiming to be Injured by a 
violation of this act by a personal loan 
company or broker may, with the written 
consent of the supervisor, m aintain an 
action upon the bond of such company or 
broker. 
I U. Authorization certificate, lf the su­ 
pervisor be satisfied from examination 
and Investigation mad* by him that

I. No loon made under subdivisions one 
and two of section fourteen of this act 
ahall exceed two hundred dollars, nor

7. No charge whatsoever shall be made 
unless or until a loan shall have been 
made as a result of un examination; 
8. No charge shall be made for tho col­ 
lection of debts except the legal costs In 
actions to enforce tho security or upon 
tho entry of judgment. 
I 16. Restrictions on methods of making 
and paying loans. 
Every personal loan 
company and personal loan broker shall: 
I. Upon repaym ent of the loan In full, 
m ark Indelibly In the presence of the bor­ 
rower every paper signed by him with 
the word ''paid” or “canceled” and dis­ 
charge 
any 
mortgages, 
restore 
any 
pledges, return any notes, and cancel any 
assignm ents given by the borrower aa 
security; 
A Furnish the borrower at the time the 
loan ta made a statem ent In the English 
language showing In clear and distinct 
term s the am ount of the loan, the date of 
the loan, the security of the loan, the 
person to whom the loan Ie made, the 
name of the lender and the amount and 
rate of Interest charged. Upon such state­ 
m ent there shall be printed In English a 
cdpy ot section fifteen of this act; 
A Give to the borrower a plain and 
complete receipt for all paym ents made 
on account of the loan at the time such 
payments are made, and shall not take 
any confession of Judgment, any power 
of attorney or any Instrument that does 
not state the actual amount of the loan 
in question, the time for which it I* made 
and the rate of interest, or any instru­ 
ment In which blanks are left to be filled 
after execution; 
4 Take every mortgage, note assign­ 
ment, agreement or contract. In connec­ 
tion with euch business In the name of 
the company or In tho name of the In­ 
dividual broker, with the addition In the 
case of such Individual of the descriptive 
words "personal loan broker.” 
I 17. Restrictions on assignment of wages 
or salary. 
An asalgnment or order for 
the payment of future salary or wages 
given aa security for a loan ahall be valid 
for a period not exceeding one year from 
the making of such assignment or order 
and a sum not exceeding ten per centum 
of the borrower'* salary or wages shall 
be collectible therefrom under such en as­ 
signment or order at the time of each 
payment of salary or wages, lf the amount 
of the loan shall not have been paid. 
Such assignment or order shall not be 
subject to the provisions of section forty- 
two of the personal property law. If such 
assignment or order be made by a m ar­ 
ried man or woman living at th* time the 
assignment or order la made, or at any 
time within five months prior thereto, 
with the wife or husband, aa the cage 
may be, the assignment or order ehall be 
accompanied by the written assent of the 
wife or the husband of the assignor, or 
the assignment or order shell be Invalid 
I IS. Restriction on place of transacting 
buaineas. 
A personal loan company or 
personal loan broker shall not 
I. Transact or solicit business under any 
other name or at any other office or place 
than that designated In the authorization 
certificate Issued to such company oi 
broker, except ae provided In section nine 
teen of this act; 
A Maintain an office or place of busi­ 
ness In the same inborn In which any other 
business la transacted or in a room con 
nected with or opening Into a room in 
whloh any other business Is conducted. 
I 19. Branch offices. 
A personal loan 
broker shall not establish any branch of­ 
fice or offices. 
A personal loan company 
located and doing business In a city of 
the first or second claes may open and 
occupy one or more branch offices, upon 
obtaining the approval of the supervisor 
by certificate filed In bls office and In th* 
office of the county clerk of the county 
In which the certificate of authorisation 
of such company la filed. 
Every such 
company ahall have a capital of ten thou­ 
sand dollars for every branch office es­ 
tablished, In addition to th* capital re­ 
quired by this act. 
I 20. Restriction on payment of divi­ 
dends by personal loon company. 
Every 
personal loan company may pay a divi­ 
dend on Its capital stock, subject to the 
following conditions and limitation*: 
1. In determining net profits no more 
than a reasonable deduction shall be made 
for expenses, including salaries; 
2. The total dividends declared In an) 
one year ahall not am ount to more than 
twelve per centum of the capital; 
A If th* net profits am ount to more than 
twelve per centum of Its capital, such 
personal loan company shall comply with 
any order of the supervisor reducing the 
rates of Interest or charges which may bs 
mode by It. 
I 21. Restriction on profits of personal 
loan broker. A personal loan broker shall 
not In any rear pay or take out of his 
business profits amounting to more than 
twelve per centum of the capital Invested 
in the baste ss# provided th at a reason­ 


able deduction m ay bo mad* for expense* 
and salaries, Including hie own services 
The supervisor, upon ascertaining that 
any such broker has during the previous 
calendar year, made a net profit amount- 
to more than twelve per centum of his 
capital, shall have authority, after ten 
days' notice to euch broker, to make an 
order reducing the Interest and chargee 
which such broker may lawfully make to 
such an extent ae will, In hie Judgment, 
yield a net annual profit of not more than 
twelve per centum of the capital. 
I 22. Changs of location. A personal loan 
company or personal loan broker may. 
with the 
approval 
of 
the supervisor, 
change the plaoe of business authorized 
in Its authorization certificate to another 
place In the same town, village or bor 
ough or city lf & city be not divided Into 
boroughs. Authority for such change shall 
be evidenced by a certificate of the super­ 
visor filed in hie office end in the office of 
the county clerk of the county In which 
the authorization certificate of such com 
p&ny or broker Ie filed. 
I 23. Examinations. The supervisor shall, 
either personally or by examiners of the 
banking department, examine every per 
■onal loan company and broker a t least 
once each year, and oftieaer lf deemed 
necessary or expedient. 
On every auch 
examination Inquiry shall ba made aa to 
the condition and resources, the mode of 
conducting and managing affaire, the ac­ 
tion of Its directors, if a corporation, th* 
Investment of Its funds, the safety and 
prudence of Its management, the security 
afforded to those by whom Its engage­ 
ments are held, whether the requirement! 
of the authorization certificate end of 
law have been complied with, and aa to 
such other m atters as the supervisor mdy 
prescribe. 
For the purposes of any such 
examination the supervisor shall have 
free access to the vaults, books, securi­ 
ties and papers of the company or broker 
so examined. 
The supervisor and every 
such examiner shall have power to ad­ 
minister an oath to any person whose tes­ 
timony may be required on the exam ina­ 
tion of any such company or personal 
loan broker, whether In any way connect­ 
ed with such company or broker or not, 
and to compel the appearance and a t­ 
tendance of any such person for the pur­ 
pose of any suoh examination. If the ex­ 
amination shall be made by the super­ 
visor, or by one or more examiners who 
are compensated by salary only, no ex­ 
amination charge shall be made except 
for necessary traveling and other actual 
expenses. 
I 24. Reports of examiners. 
Every ex­ 
aminer shall make a written report on 
oath to the supervisor of th# result of his 
examination. 
8uch reports shall be con­ 
fidential communications and shall not be 
made public, unless In the Judgment of 
the supervisor, th# ends of justice or the 
public advantage will be served by the 
publication thereof, in which event he 
may publish a copy of any such report 
or any part thereof In at least one daily 
newspaper published In the county where 
the principal place of business of such 
company or personal loan broker la lo­ 
cated, or in such other m anner as he may 
deem proper. 
i 26. Reports to supervisors; penalty for 
failure to make. 
On or before the first 
day of February In each year, every per­ 
sonal loan company and broker shall 
make a written report to the supervisor 
which shall contain a statem ent of Its 
condition on the morning of the Aret day 
of January In said year, In the form and 
contain the m atters prescribed by the su­ 
pervisor.
